Change. in Beneficiaries 


Because the new insurance act of 
1946 has completely changed regu- 
lations with respect to beneficlar- 
fes, Veterans’ administration is urg- 
ing all veterans who have Natlonal 
Service Life insurance to designate 
beneficiaries for thelr insurance if 
they have not already done so. 

The old provision of the law pro- 
vided for an automatic order of suc: 
cession In the event no. beneficiary 
was designated, but on and after 
July 31, 1946, that provision no 
longer holds, Under the new law, if 
the insured is not survived by a des- 
ignated beneficlary, proceeds of his 
Insurance will be paid, Jn a single 
sum to his estate at his death, . 

AS part of an estate, Insurance 
loses its identity, as such, and {fs 
subject to all laws governing es- 
tates, including claims of creditors, 
administrator's fees and court ex- 
penses, This would expose depend- 
ents to the risks of unnecessary ex- 
pense and delay, In addition to nam« 
ing a primary or first benefclary, ft 
also ls Important for a veteran to 
name contingent or secondary bene- 
ficlaries, because in case the first 
benefielary is deceased, unpaid ben- 
efits will be paid into the {nsured‘a 
restate. All restrictions upon the 
choice of beneficiaries also are re. 
moved under the new law and. the 
insured now may designate any per- 
\son Or persons, a corporation or 
his estate as beneficiary,
